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Each  day,  the  average  Fenwick  student  takes  advantage  of  several 
means  of  transportation  — to  get  to  school,  practice,  games,  appointments, 
lessons,  field  trips,  etc.  These  include  cars,  buses,  trains,  bicycles,  “your 
own  two  feet,’  and  anything  else  that  does  the  job.

American  Soviet  Youth  Science  Exchange,  to  Zelen 
chuk,  an  area  of  the  Soviet  Union  which  had  never  be- 
fore been  visited  by  Americans.  After  spending  two 
weeks  in  classes  with  their  Russian  hosts,  the  stu- 
dents learned  that  they  had  similar  interests,  likes, 
and  dislikes.  The  Soviets  refer  to  this  program  as 
“Children  of  the  21st  Century  Creators,”  hoping  to  es- 
tablish a bond  between  the  two  nations.  Michelle  has 
an  opportunity  to  return  this  summer  as  an  Assistant 
Delegation  Leader  of  the  Astronomy  Team,  the  only 
American  student  who  has  been  requested  to  return. 

Both  Michelle  and  Shannon  feel  that  the  friendships 
and  goodwill  established  between  the  Soviet  and 
American  team  members  were  the  most  important 
and  long-lasting  results  of  their  trips  to  the  Soviet 
Union.

American  political  relationship  coincided  with  visits 
to  the  Soviet  Union  by  two  Fenwick  students?  Of 
course  it  is  a coincidence,  but  Shannon  Geaney  and 
Michelle  Mastrorio  both  did  their  best  to  foster  good- 
will on  a personal  level  during  the  summer  of  1989.

Foreign  Languages 


Why  in  the  world  would 
anyone  want  to  teach  a 
foreign  language?  This 
profession  certainly  doesn’t  offer  a 
lavish  life-style.  But.  in  many  other 
ways,  language  teachers  grow  rich 
in  cultural  experiences,  self- 
fulfillment,  and  a sense  of  universal 
communication. 

Ms.  Majella  Sheehan,  who  has 
taught  Spanish  at  Bishop  Fenwick 
for  five  years  now,  has  always  been 
interested  in  foreign  tradition.  As  a 
teacher,  she  is  able  to  coordinate 
trips  to  foreign  countries  and  offer 
students  the  opportunity  to  join  her. 
In  this  way,  she  is  able  to  witness 
first-hand  many  of  the  places  she 
teaches  about  in  her  classes.  One  of 
her  most  memorable  experiences 
took  place  in  Spain  where  she  saw 
the  running  of  the  bulls  at  Pamplona. 
Because  of  Ms.  Sheehan’s  interest  in 
ongoing  events  in  other  countries, 
she  is  able  to  integrate  current 
events  into  her  classroom  both  as  a 
teaching  tool  and  as  a personal  joy.

In  addition  to  teaching  Algebra 
and  Geometry,  Mrs.  Linda  Kuzara 
teaches  Computers  1.  Mrs.  Kuzara 
graduated  from  the  College  of 
Mount  Saint  Vincent  in  New  York  as 
a math  major.  Before  coming  to  Fen- 
wick in  1988,  she  was  a computer 
programmer  and  trainer  of  compu- 
ter salesmen. 

Computers  1 is  offered  to  students 
as  an  elective  in  either  their  junior  or 
senior  year.  The  first  semester  deals 
with  Appleworks,  word  processing, 
data  base,  and  spread  sheets.  In 
their  second  semester,  students  are 
introduced  to  computer  program- 
ming and  the  computer  language 
BASIC. 

Since  Mrs.  Kuzara’s  arrival  at  Fen 
wick,  she  has  tried  to  expand  the 
use  of  computers.  To  set  a good  ex- 


ample for  other  faculty  members, 
she  has  introduced  the  use  of  com- 
puters in  her  geometry'  classes.  She 
uses  the  computer  to  draw  figures 
on  the  screen,  and  the  students  find 
lengths  of  sides  and  degrees  of 
angles.  In  addition  to  her  classroom 
duties,  Mrs.  Kuzara  demonstrated 
her  enthusiasm  for  computers  by 
coordinating  the  collection  of  Stop 
and  Shop  register  tapes  to  obtain 
free  computers  for  the  school.  She 
hopes  to  be  able  to  win  two  for  the 
school.

Science  Department 


Marine  Biology,  introduced  for 
the  first  time  this  year,  has  fared 
very  well  in  its  debut.  There 
were  enough  applicants  to  fill  two 
classes,  and  undoubtedly  interest  will 
increase  as  future  students  learn  about 
this  course  from  present  students. 

This  is  how  the  idea  for  this  course 
originated:  after  Mrs.  Julia  Velonis  and 
Ms.  Mary  Byrnes  completed  a two-year 
Marine  Biology  course  at  The  University 
of  Massachusetts  in  Boston,  they  enter 
tained  the  thought  of  offering  such  a 
course  at  Fenwick.  Several  other  high 
schools  already  had  Marine  Biology 
courses,  and  because  Fenwick  is  lo- 
cated so  near  the  ocean,  the  concept 
seemed  ideal.  Mrs.  Ernestine  Perrin,  de- 
partment head,  enthusiastically  ap- 
proved the  idea,  and  Marine  Biology  be- 
came part  of  Fenwick's  curriculum. 

This  course  is  offered  as  a junior  or 
senior  elective,  it  is  a considerable 
change  for  both  teachers  since  neither 
teacher  had  taught  upperclassmen  in 
some  time.  The  teachers  quickly 
learned  that  being  students  in  a course 
and  teaching  it  are  two  entirely  different 


positions.  Apparently,  though,  the 
students  were  very  cooperative  and 
helpful  to  their  teachers,  who  were  using 
an  unfamiliar  textbook.  In  return,  the 
teachers  designed  the  course  to  chal- 
lenge the  over-achievers,  while  not  mak- 
ing  it  too  advanced  for  average 
students. 

One  unusual  aspect  of  Marine  Biology 
is  that  there  is  no  double  lab  period  as 
there  is  in  most  of  Fenwick’s  other  sci- 
ence courses.  In  fact,  students  don't 
even  have  a lab  every’  week.  They  in- 
stead periodically  cover  activities  in  one 
class  period. 

The  students'  textbook,  a revised  col 
lege  edition,  covers  many  interesting 
topics,  including  Chemical  and  Physical 
Oceanography,  Marine  Animals  and 
their  Communities,  and  the  Effects  of 
Man  on  the  Ocean.  These  topics  are 
complimented  by  field  trips  and  ac- 
tivities. such  as  contour  maps  and  dis- 
sections. All  of  these  aspects  help  to 
form  a fascinating  course  that  is  a logical 
choice  for  students  on  the  North  Shore.

You  couldn’t  find  a more 
qualified  instructor  than  Mrs.  Beth 
Chase,  the  Business  Department 
head.  Topics  covered  include  Be- 
ginning a Business,  Checking  Ac- 
counts, Tax  Forms,  and  the  Use  of 
Computers.  A learning  packet  called 


Cycle  Center  is  also  used  during  the 
third  quarter;  at  this  point  the  student 
“becomes”  an  accountant.  He  is  able 
to  solve  problems  and  learn  proper 
techniques  now,  so  that  any  mis- 
takes can  be  avoided  when  real 
money  is  involved. 

The  Administration  expected  Ac- 
counting would  be  overshadowed 
by  the  numerous  Science  courses 
offered  as  electives.  Regardless, 
applicants  for  Accounting  filled  two 
classes,  totalling  about  fifty-five 
students.  “I’d  like  to  see  an  expan- 
sion to  a two-year  course,"  says  Mrs. 
Chase.  Given  the  practical  applica- 
tions of  this  course  in  later  life,  a two- 
year  course  could  prove  to  be 
“financially”  rewarding.

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Fine  Arts 


Every  fall  the  most  common 
complaint  among  seniors  is 
about  college  applications. 
While  the  essays,  interviews,  SATs, 
and  achievement  tests  required  by 
most  liberal  arts  and  business 
schools  are  undeniably  a tedious 
process,  art  students  are  faced  with 
an  even  harder  task.  Not  only  do 
they  have  to  fulfill  all  of  these 
standard  requirements,  but  they 
must  also  compile  a portfolio  which 
contains  at  least  fifteen  pieces  of 
their  best  art  work.  Although  most 
students  do  not  start  applying  to  col- 
lege until  their  senior  year,  some  art 
students  have  been  working  on 
their  portfolios  for  up  to  three  years. 
These  art  students  have  a tougher 
application  process  since  they  must 
present  themselves  not  only  on  an 
academic  level,  but  also  as  dedi 
cated.  talented,  and  creative  artists.

It  is  not  at  all  unusual  today  for 
students  to  take  field  trips  to  com- 
pliment everyday  classroom  dis- 
cussions.

Travelling  Between 
Two  Worlds 


Although  Fenwick  is  known  through- 
out the  North  Shore  for  its  academic 
reputation,  it  is  also  widely  known  for 
its  reputation  on  the  athletic  field  as  well.  This 
is  due  largely  in  part  to  teachers  dedicated 
not  only  to  academic  excellence  but  also  to 
athletic  excellence.  Their  interest  in  students 
doesn't  stop  with  the  classroom,  but  expands 
to  athletics  as  well.  These  teacher/coaches 
are  willing  to  give  up  their  free  time  from  one 
to  three  seasons  to  coach  sports  ranging 
from  soccer  and  field  hockey  to  track  and 
football.  The  dedication  of  these  teachers 
and  the  inspiration  to  win  that  they  infuse  in 
the  players  has  led  Fenwick  to  receive  not 
only  the  Nason  Award  but  also  multiple  titles 
in  the  Greater  Boston  League  champion- 
ships. 

One  teacher/coach,  Mrs.  Stevens,  who 
played  on  the  varsity  field  hockey  team  for 
four  years  in  high  school,  has  taught  gym  and 
coached  field  hockey  at  Fenwick  since  1984. 
Although  she  coached  spring  track  from 
1984-88.  she  says  that  field  hockey  has  al- 
ways been  and  will  always  be  her  favorite 
sport.  While  she  admits  that  she  has  very  little 
free  time  during  the  season,  she  appreciates 
the  chance  to  get  to  know  the  students  on  a 
level  other  than  the  academic.  Coach 
Stevens  says  that  although  the  hardest  thing 
about  coaching  is  disciplining  and  getting  to 
know  each  player  individually,  it  all  pays  off 
eventually  as  it  did  in  1984  when  the  team 
won  the  Greater  Boston  League  Play-off. 

Mr  Kotch.  who  has  coached  the  Fenwick 
soccer  team  for  the  past  two  years  and  who 
last  year  coached  the  team  to  victory  when  it 
clinched  the  league  championship  for  the  first 
time,  agrees  with  Mrs.  Stevens  that  coaching 
does  take  up  most  ot  his  time  during  the  sea- 


son. Mr.  Kotch  too  enjoys  seeing  the  students 
on  another  level  but,  lamenting  the  fact  teen 
agers  today  are  in  worse  shape  than  their  par- 
ents. wishes  that  they  would  see  the  impor- 
tance of  being  both  mentally  and  physically 
fit.  He  adds  that,  although  most  Americans 
don't  realize  it.  soccer  is  the  most  popular  in- 
ternational sport. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Downey  coaches 
what  is  probably  the  most  popular  American 
sport:  football.  Mr.  Downey  has  had  one  of  the 
most  varied  coaching  careers  among  the 
teacher/coaches,  having  coached  for  25 
years  at  Salem  High,  Cardinal  Cushing  Acad- 
emy, St.  John's  Prep.  Peabody  I figh,  and  in 
Hamilton-Wenham  before  coming  to  Fen 
wick.  Although  he  never  played  football  him- 
self in  either  high  school  or  college,  since  he 
started  coaching  freshman  football,  the  team 
has  undergone  a remarkable  transformation. 
Mr.  Downey  believes  that  the  most  important 
part  of  coaching  is  to  keep  the  kids  happy,  so 
he  tells  them:  "When  we  win.  its  a game: 
when  we  lose,  it's  a scrimmage." 

Although  Mr.  Czarnecki  coached  track  at 
Fenwick  from  1978-84,  he  currently  coaches 
track  at  Salem  State  College.  He  became  in- 
terested in  track  during  his  senior  year  at  Fen- 
wick and  says  that  coaching  is  a lot  like  teach- 
ing. for  you  not  only  teach  someone  some- 
thing, but  learn  something  yourself  as  well 
1 le  adds  that  since  sports  are  more  competi 
tive  on  the  college  level,  coaching  takes  up  a 
great  deal  of  time  — as  much  as  six  days  a 
week  during  the  season.  Mr.  Czarnecki  sums 
up  what  the  other  teacher/coaches  have 
stated:  that  the  wins  and  losses  aren’t  as  im- 
portant as  the  friendships  that  one  forms  on  a 
team.

This  year  has  brought  a growing  social 
awareness  to  Fenwick’s  students,  which 
is  reflected  in  school’s  participation  in 
Human  Rights  Day  and  the  formation  of  an 
Amnesty  International  group.  In  October, 
students  from  schools  all  over  the  North 
Shore  gathered  at  Bishop  Fenwick  for 
Human  Rights  Day.  Speakers  from  such 
places  as  South  Africa,  China,  Armenia, 
Poland,  and  Cambodia  recounted  their  ex- 
periences under  oppressive  govern- 
ments. Sonia  Weitz,  a survivor  of  Nazi  con- 
centration camps,  read  her  moving  poetry 
aloud,  while  Mayor  Peter  Torigian  spoke 
about  his  mother’s  experience  during  the 
Armenian  genocide. 

One  of  Fenwick's  newest  clubs, 
Amnesty  International,  was  founded  by 
Amy  McCulloch,  Andrea  Ohrstrom,  Jenni- 
fer Wilson,  Nancy  Ortins,  and  Margaret 
Lemelin  to  promote  social  awareness  at 
school,  as  well  as  to  help  release  pris 
oners  of  conscience  around  the  world. 
Thanks  to  help  from  Mr.  Parker  and  Mr. 
Czarnecki,  the  club  has  expanded,  form- 
ing a solid  core  of  members  who  truly  care 
about  the  rights  of  others.  In  December, 
members  of  Amnesty  wore  black  arm 
bands  to  protest  the  current  situation  in  El 
Salvador.  This  sparked  a new  awareness 
here  of  America’s  involvement  in  foreign 
affairs.  It  is  the  hope  of  participants  in 
Human  Rights  Day  and  Amnesty  Inter- 
national to  make  every  student  here 
aware  of  the  infringement  of  human  rights 
made  by  governments  around  the  world, 
and  with  that  knowledge,  provoke  action.
